Briefly, Title VI operates as follows- 


Operative Builders who wish to build 
a number of dwelling units for sale 
or rent may qualify as borrowers and 
obtain loans for these purposes up to 
90 per cent of the value of the proper- 
ty (land and improvements). The max- 
imum loans are $4,000 on single-fam- 
ily dwellings, ?G,000 on duplexes, ?8,- 
000 on triplexes and J10.500 on four- 
family apartment. The maximum term 
for any of these loans is twenty years. 
During the first sixty months of the 
mortgage the monthly payments to in- 
terest and principal will bo $7.11 per 
thousand. Beginning with the sixty- 
first month, the payments will be 


umphant grin: "You see? This sort 
of thing is not permitted in Germany." 


We answered, "No. But bad as il 


is, we believe here that it is all a 
part of the price of freedom, and that 
it is worth the price." The words 
came back lo us, reading Ihe cur- 
rent news of the mine disturbances. 
They arc still true words. 


Certainly it would have been bel- 


ter had John Lewis seen the light 
earlier, and agreed to arbitration be- 
fore 30,000 tons of steel production 
were irrevocably lost. Certainly the 
lime must come, and the sooner the 
better, when the "1 want what I want 
when I want it" altitude in all men 
wielding a powerful influence on the 
general welfare must yield to a sense 
of proportion, a broad view of the 
whole people's nccessilies. But in the 
meantime— 


The President was patient, long-suf- 


fering, and careful to secure to the 
miners and to Lewis every inch of 
their democratic rights in the face of 
what most of Ihe country believes to 
have been a misuse of those rights. 


Other people have rights, too, and it 


is their right to be assured that a 
mighty effort being made to create de- 
fense force as a national policy is not 
nullified by the capricious exercise of 
technical rights by a small group. 


The "easy" solution, .on the face of 


it, might have been to clap Lewis in- 
to a concentration camp at the outset, 
and drive the miners to work 
at 


bayonet point. But that would not 
have been a wise, long-term solulion, 
and it would not have been a demo- 
cratic solution. Further, it wouldn't 
have worked. 


With all our blundering, all our 


turbulence and lack of order, we have 
gotten over this hurdle, Ihough the 
problem is yet unsolved. Even the 
sick feeling we have when we see 
faith that ih the long run ours is 
the better way; that it is part of the 
price of freedom; and that, looking 
at it the long way with all the future 
before us, it is worth the price.

A new road spanning the impassable 


Bdocaw creek bottomlands of Nevada 
and Hempstead counties and reducing

lands lie from Hope from 30 to about 
10 is now nearing completion. 


The new gravel highway takes off 


from existing county gravel at Shov- 
cr Springs, southeast of Hope, and 
runs in a direct line to Bodcaw, south 
Nevada county point. 


Checking mileage figures on a drive 


Saturday afternoon The Star dis- 
covered that the dislance to Bodcaw 
by Ihe new route is 15 miles, against 
21 miles by way of State Highways 4 
and 53. But besides cutting the actual 
distance to Bodcaw six miles the new 
road gives Hope immediate access to

When construction has been com- 


pleted, the builder will close the loan 
and receive the proceeds therefrom. 
If he sells the property to a purchas- 
er who meets our borrower require- 
ments, we will consent to the release 
of the builder from the mortgage and 
agree to accept the purchaser as mort- 
gagor. 


The general credit requirements for 


an operative builder are, briefly, as 
follows: 


He must have sound assets in an 


amount equal to 13 per cent of the line 
of credit desired, of which 3 per cent 
must be in cash. Example: Should he 
desire to borrow ?100,000 he must have 
?13,000 in sound assets, of which $3.- 
000 must be in cash. The $10,000 may 
consist of land, stocks, bonds, etc. If 
he wishes to borrow ?50,000 he must 
have 56,500 in assets, of which ?1,500 
must be in cash. Most borrowers under 
Tjtle VI form corporations with cap- 
ital stock of 13 per cent of the line 6f 
credit, of which 3 per cent is in cash. 


It has been our policy to approve the 
line of credit in advance of accept- 
ing applications for loans. In other 
words, the builder should submit to 
us a financial statement and obtain 
our approval of his credit before he 
incurs any expense incidental to ap- 
plying for loans. 


It is our opinion that there is a need 


for 30 or 40 single-family dwellings 
in Hope and we will be glad to give 
further details to any responsible per- 
sons who wlil be interested in build- 
ing some of these homes.

Edson in Washington 


Would Raise Federal Employe's Wages 


WASHINGTON -Uncle Sam is a&- 


stingy boss who ought to pay many 
of his civilian employes a better wage. 


Such is the claim of three rival 


national organibations of Federal em- 
ployes, the National Federation of 
Federal Employes, the American Fed- 
eration of Government Employes and 
the United ;Federal Workers of Amer- 


They have many differing planks, in 


their platforms, but all agree on three 
things: 


A pledge in their constitutions that 


they will not tolerate strikes against 
the government. 


A desire for extra pay for overtime 


and night work. 


A minimum wage of $1500 a year. 
The government is the biggest em- 


ployer of labor in the country. In the 
executive branches, there are 1,391,- 
687 workers, 185,182 being right here in 
the capital. A survey made in 1937 
by the Civil 
Service 
Commission 


showed that 92 per cent of all govern- 
ment employes outside the postal ser- 
vice received less than $3000 a year; 
71 per cent got less than 52000;, 44 per 
cent made less than $1500, and 11 per 
cent less than $1000. 


To remedy this, Congressman John 


E. Sheridan of Philadelphia introduc- 
ed a bill which provides that every 
annual compensation of less than J1200 
shall be increased to $1500; compensa- 
tion of more than $1200 and less than 
?3200 shall be increased |300, except 
that $3000 employes shall get $200 
more and the $3100 employes shall get 
$100 more. Hourly wage rates would 
be increased 10 cents an hour. 


Only One Appeal 
Congressman Sheridan said millions 


of workers in private industry through 
their unions secure increased wages, 
but organized government workers do 
not have the same avenue of collective 
bargaining. They can only come to 
congress and ask for relief. He said 
a government survey in 1939 showed 
that the cost of living at maintenance

level for a manual worker's family 
of four in Washington was §1481.76 a 
year. This means that 44 per cent of 
the government employes receive less 
than necessary to support a manual 
worker's family. 


One striking fact is the small num- 


ber of government employes- who are 
enrolled in unions. According to their 
own figures, there are 75,000 in the 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
ployes, 40,000 in the American Federa- 
tion of Government Employes and 27,- 
000 in the United Federal Workers of 
America. That adds up to only .about 
10 per cent of government employes. 


The American Federation of Gov- 


ernment Employes is affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
and the United Federal Workers are 
affiliated with C. I. O. The latter 
has announced it intends to drive 
toward enrolling 1,000,000 members. 
Michael Widman, assistant director of 
C. I. O. organization, directed the 
campaign among employes of the Ford 
Motor Company successfully, and has 
been assigned this new job. The C. 
I. O. affiliate was founded in 1937, 
and has 203 locals of which 30 are 
in the District of Columbia. Like all 
C.', I. O. unions, it does not go by 
crafts but takes in all employes. 


Wants Moving Costs 
The oldest organization is the Na- 


tional Federation of Federal Workers, 
founded in 1917. Formerly affiliated 
N. F. F. W. has 722 locals, 13 being 
with A. F. o£ L., it withdrew in 1931. 
in Washington. In addition to the 
planks common to all three organiza- 
tions, it demands a shorter work 
week and allowance for transporta- 
tion costs if employes are transferred 
from one city to another. 


The American Federation of Govern- 


ment Employes was founded in 1932. 
It has 600 locals, 77 in Washington. 
Among its planks are demands for a 
bonus of $240 a year to offset the 
present increased cost of living, a five 
day week, and establishment of a 
board of appeals to hear complaints of 
employes about decisions of the Civil 
Service Commission.
